' which-for sheer cold-blooded barbarity must be 
almost unsurpassed in the annals of criminal 
justice, Your readeis are aware no doubt that 
a Mr, Shén Chin, who has been: fr some time 
& reporter Riere for some of the Japanese papers,

abortive plot at Hankow of some three ‘years 
ayo and'has been. done tq death ; but the man- 
-ner of his death—carried out by direct order of 
the Empress Dow, iger—is such an outrage on 
all feelings of hiimanity that it seems desirable 


at (he present moment that the truth should be F 


known, The writer has been at some- pains ‘Oo 
get at the facts, and the following is, to the 
best of bis information, correct. : 
THE VICTIM'S ANTI. CEDENTS, 
‘The. unfortunate Shén was’ a scholar and 
: gentleman, and mixed! freely with the beiter 
classes of Pekiny, amnozg whom he had nu- 
inerous. Frieuds, Ic seems possible enough 
that he wag mixed ap with the. Hankow affair 
of 1900, in whieh a dozen or so of his country: 
men lost their heads; he having indeed, it is 
faid, been a Secretary in the Viceroy’: 's yameén 
at-Wuching, fe escaped, howéver, to Japan, 
it is supposed, ‘and having made there some 
friends he returned to Peking about a year ago 
4s W newspaper reporter, and there is no Sug: 
gestion that since his retury he has in any way 
interfered in politics, “The worst that cin ‘be 
said against him is that he was very pro: 
Japanese and consequently anti-Russian, and 
his telegrams to the Japanese papers were not 
always well-founded. He himself ascribes, as 
will be seen later on, his calamity to. the fact 
of his having stated in a Japanese paper that 
China had consented totwo of the clauses in 
the Russian demands which he calls the secret 
Treaty. but in this he was mistaken apparently, 
though it is not impossible there was Russian 
influence at work, 
THE TRIAL, 

“. Unhappily for him, however, - some : peity | 
officials had got hold af the secret of his identity 
and carried the information direct to the Palace. 
Thereupon a secret Decree was issued for his 
arrest and consignment to the Board of Punish-

arres!, as-also of his trentment in prison upto 
his trjal and condemnation, as these are ‘com- 
mon incidents of political offences im China. 
“The trial ook place on ‘the 26th of last month 
.before a special Commission nominated by the 

: Empress Dowager, and consisted, notin calling 

. evidence or even stating by whom or of what 
he was accused,. but Chinese-like of simple 
interrogation of the prisoner, with thes in- 


struments of torture ready to quicken his | _ 


memory. The unhappy man seems to have 
made up his mind to his fate from the first, as 
she confessed, so it is said, freely, and no tor 
ture had.to be applied, The usual course of 


‘Chinese justice in such a case is that the Judges 


composing the Count give no verdict and pass 
mo sentence, but simply report to the Throne. 
So far there was nothing unusual—nothing that’ 
. isnot passing every day in China, His friends 


fully expected that a Decree would appear next |’ 


‘day for his-execution; thdugh some faint hopes 
were entertained, that as the ordinary law pre-. 


scribes that no execution’shall take place dur. 


ing the great heat, the execution might be post- 
poned till the autumn.and thus give some faint 
chance of a reprieve. . 

THE DEATH OF SL AVES.

_their part by reporting adversely, it maybe

‘not even that, he should die by the “ling-chih,” 
but thathe should be beaten to death in prison. 
Strange it is that creatures can be found to 
carry out such 2 sentence, but there seems no 
"lack of them in the Board of Punishments, for 
no sooner was the Decree received than they 
‘proceeded to carry itout, The gruesome work 
began at 4 o'clock, and for two mortal hours, 
they rained, Liows with blunt bamboos on the 
limbs and back of the wretched prisoner until 
the flesh was hanging In shreds and tatters, 
and still the man would not dic. “In his agony 
he implored them in mercy to put an end to it 
by strangulation, and finally sumething of the 
kind had to be resorted to, The shades of 
evening were falling before the mangled body 
had-ceased to quiver, 

Such is the latest phase of Chinese divilisa:- 
tion as exemplified by the amiable and well- 
meaning lady who now rules the destinies of 
the Empire. It is beyond all doubt that the

fustice, that only she whose: ward is law would 

have dared to do it. There is no such punish.

fOOCHOW TEA 1RADE,

“In the latest report to the Foreign Office, 
Mr. G. M. H. Playfair, the English’ Consul 
at Foochow, again dwells at length upon the 
vanishing tea trade at that port, and urges 
the British merchants interested in the in- 
dustry to imitate the practice of their com- 
petitors of the nearer East, by making the 
wares better known to possible customers by 
the medium of advertising. . In his opinion 
that is ‘the only real-remedy ; for a sudden 
change in popular taste, whieh should, 
replace the teas of ‘China on the pinnacle 
they once occupied would be tuv much of 
the fiature of a miracle to be safely looked 
for. In his report: for the year ryor, Mr. 
Playtair recommended British merchants to 
make a bold bid. for the retention of a 
market which appeared to be slipping from 
them by imitating. the tactics’ pursued in 
Ceylon and India, or at least. some’ of them. 
argued that the use of due care in the 
manipulation of the leaf when growing, 
when. being picked, and'when being pre- 
pared for its transit over the sea, was not ex- 
ercised by the native grower, whose methods 
continued to’ be .unscientitic and primitive, 
Itwas, he confessed, hopeless: to expect the 
native, grower to adopt the improved 
methods of culture and manufacture, which 
are, he doubts nol, to be credited with the 
larger part of the success tet with by the 
‘produce of Ceylon and Assam. ‘The native. 
agriculturist, he says in the latest report, is 
so ‘insanely and indissolutely wedded to the 
methods of: his ancestors, that, even when 
ruin is obviously staring him,in the face, 
he will consent to use no, device which: 
savours..of novelty, ‘The ‘adder. is not only 
congenitally deaf, but he stops his cars into 
the bargain, however wisely the. Buropean 
may charm. [He pointed out in lis rgoa res 
port, that China tea, though jits preparation 
leaves much, desperately much, to be desired, 
and, 
thanks to its delicate flavour, can, even when 
handicapped by faulty manufacture, give 
points to the robuster Indian article. Mr. 
Playfair believes it to be a fact that “many 
people in the United Kingdom would dis- 
tinetly prefer to-drink China, tea if they only 
knew where to buy it, but’ that there is only 
one China tea company which advertises at 
all. 
mitted to be well- grounded, and one British 
merchant at. Foochow strove earnestly to 
«give his ‘abstract’ counsels a concrete form; 
but his attempts did not meget with | the 
success he hoped and perhaps anticipated. 
That merchant, gave the Fodchow tea cart’a 
vigorous heave, but it has sunk back into 
the rut, ahd, the British Consul is afraid, it 
will remain “bogged.”
